Worrel, generously extending the date for tuition payments, Professor Neil 
Compton, racing breathlessly through the halls, hurrying to and fro to spread the 
wonder of literature’s greatest before an unsuspecting student, and leading on his 
students to ask even more questions, the librarians, cheerfully spotting the book 
where we neglected to look ourselves, and the flow of evening students summoning 
up new energies for work at night after being at it all day. This and much more we 
will remember about Sir George Williams College.

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STUDENTS’ COUNCIL 


THE Students’ Council, the highest student governmental body of 
the Faculties of Arts, Science and Commerce of Sir George 
Williams College, operates by authority of the Faculty Council of the 
College, and by right of a constitution ratified by the student societies 
in the day and evening division which are known respectively as the 
Students’ Undergraduate Society and the Evening Undergraduate 
Society, or the SUS and the EUS. 

The primary purpose of the Students’ Council is to exercise 
jurisdiction over all combined day and _ evening activities. 
Also directly responsible to the Council is the college news- 
paper, The Georgian; and the Athletic Board. Otherwise each of the 
student societies is responsible only to the Faculty Council. Every 
undergraduate student and partial student paying full fees is a member 
of either the day or evening undergraduate society, depending, in which 
division he is registered. 

The only clubs not financed by the student societies at Sir 
George are the Newman club, Hillel, and the CIC. These clubs are 
sponsored by a Catholic group, B’nai B’rith, and the Chemical Institute 
of Canada respectively. 

The Students’ Council consists of the president, vice-president, 
treasurer, secretary; and the women’s club president, of each student 
society. The presidents of the SUS and the EUS alternate yearly as the 
president and vice-president of the Council. The editor of The Georgian 
and the Director of Athletics act as advisory non-voting members. 

The Students’ Council functions through three committees: A Co- 
ordinating committee is responsible for drawing up a date schedule for 
activities that have been planned. A Publications committee, made up 
of the editors and advertising managers of all student publications, and 
the vice-president of the EUS who acts as chairman, establishes the 
advertising rates for these publications. The treasurers of the SUS and 
EUS are co-chairmen of the Joint Treasurer committee, which admi- 
nistrates the money for combined day and evening activities. 

This year the Students’ Council donated an award to be given 
annually, when merited, to the student who the Council believes has 
made the outstanding contribution to extra-curricular activity at Sir 
George.

VERY Day undergraduate student at Sir George Williams College 

is a member of the Student Undergraduate Society, the student 
governmental body of the Day division. A fifteen dollar fee goes to 
support extra-curricular clubs and activities designed for the benefit 
and enjoyment of the members. 


The 1953-54 season, with Gunthur Brinkschulte president for 
most of the term and Bernard Dezwirek towards the end, was active 
and interesting. Aside from its regular activities such as dances, the 
Winter Carnival, the Red Cross Mobile Unit, the SUS introduced others. 
The most prominent of these was the American Student Exchange. 
This event proved extremely popular and it seems likely that many 
more international student exchanges will take place in the future. 
Also for the first time a student handbook, containing information on 
the College and its student activities was compiled; by Carole Fischel, 
Gerry Greenblatt and a committee. 


For outstanding service to student life at Sir George this year, 
the SUS presented senior awards to Bernard Dezwirek and Joan Bain. 
Dan Presley and Flo Weiner received Junior awards. 
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The student chapter of the Chemical Institute 
of Canada was organized at SGWC in 1952 by 
Dr. Samuel Madras. Chemistry majors only can be 
members and a membership fee is charged. The 
only organization of its kind, this chapter of the 
CIC is one of eighteen similar university groups in 
Canada, and is sponsored by the parent society at 
Ottawa, which has branches located in twenty- 
eight centres from Vancouver to Halifax. 

A society of professional chemists, the CIC 
helps its members by discussing vocational and 
technical problems. Professional and student mem- 
bers receive the CIC monthly magazine, Chemistry 
in Canada, and they are kept informed of the 
latest news in Chemistry at monthly Dinner meet- 
ings of the Montreal section. The parent society 
also awards prizes to high ranking students in 
Chemistry. 

Guest speakers, films, and tours of industrial 
plants made up the program this year. Tours were 
made to the National Research Council in Ottawa 
and to Shawinigan Chemicals, and a combined 
meeting was held with the Pre-Medical and Dental 
Society. Honourary chairman were Dr. S. Madras 
and Professor J. Ufford. 


LE CERCLE FRANCAIS 


Since its formation in 1937 Le Cercle Francais 
has been one of the most popular clubs at Sir 
George. It has presented cultural and recreational 
programs of French origin and character that have 
proved interesting and entertaining to both French 
and non-French speaking students. 

The highlight of its program this year was a 
series of daily instructional lectures in French con- 
versation by Professor J. M. Portier. It also spon- 
sored showings of French films, a travelogue exhi- 
bition and lecture, a musical hour of chansons by 
a local entertainer; a concert by Les Midinettes de 
Shawinigan Falls; and a Maple Sugar party. 

For exceptional work and co-operation in 
extra-curricular activities, Le Cercle Francais was 
awarded the SUS Clubs Trophy as the outstanding 
club of 1954. Paul Hould served as President. 


WEST INDIAN SOCIETY 


The purpose of the West Indian Society is to 
provide opportunities for all students of the Sir 
George Day and Evening schools to enjoy West 
Indian customs and culture. 

This year with Talbot Paul as president, the 
group presented films, speakers, socials, and exhi- 
bits. Some of its activities included an open house 
Christmas party, Calypso music for the American 
Exchange and Evening Athletic nights, and repre- 
sentation of India in the Model U.N. Assembly. A 
regular function of its bi-monthly meetings was a 
at and discussion of the news from the West 
ndies. 
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SGWC BAND 


The Sir George Williams College Band was 
originated three years ago by Rod Booth and 
Gordon Clarke. Since then it has provided the 
music for such affairs as the Freshman Parade, 
Athletic Nights, Pep Rallies, the Winter Carnival, 
and out of town Basketball trips. 

In the past most of the instruments have had 
to be borrowed, but this year the band requested 
and received from the SUS funds to purchase part 
of their equipment. 


IVCF 


The Inter-Varsity Christian Fellowship is a 
student organization found at almost every univer- 
sity in Canada and the United States, and is asso- 
ciated with the International Fellowship of Evan- 
gelical Students, an organization established 
throughout the world. Originating in Cambridge 
England in 1877 and known as the Cambridge 
Movement, it was introduced in Canada 23 years 
ago, and at Sir George, in 1946. 

The IVCF accepts the Bible as the final 
authority, and seeks to deepen and strengthen the 
spiritual life of people by the study of the Bible, 
and prayer. It emphasizes that it is a duty and 
privilege for every Christian to interest himself 
and share in the creation of World missions. 

This year at Sir George the IVCF held daily 
prayer meetings in the Chapel, and weekly Bible 
studies. Carol services at Christmas and Easter 
services were also conducted. The club has said 
that it plans to have a course entitled Basic 
Christianity 101 incorporated into the College 
curriculum next year. 


DAY WOMEN’S SOCIETY 


This society is for the women students of the 
Day Division at Sir George. It is a member of the 
SUS and is represented on the Students’ Council 
in an executive capacity. It had a membership this 
year of about one hundred. 

A number of varied social service, and educa- 
tional and recreational activities were conducted. 
It took a group of orphan children to the Winter 
Carnival, sent food parcels to institutions for the 
poor; it presented Christmas and St. Patrick’s Day 
tea dances, held a luncheon for Freshettes as part 
of the Freshman orientation program, and together 
with the evening women’s group, acted as hostesses 
at the 1954 Baccalaureate Tea. 

The Society was also responsible for Sadie 
Hawkin’s Week, that is the week when the women 
take the initiative and pursue the men, ask them 
to dances, make advances and behave otherwise in 
a thoroughly respectable and natural fashion. 
During this week, with Joan Gravel as editor, the 
club put out a complete issue of The Georgian and 
presented the annual Sadie Hawkin’s Dance. 


CHOIR AND GLEE CLUB 

The SGWC choir, formed in 1944, is interested 
in the practice and development of the voice as 
an instrument of music. This year, under the di- 
rection of director Ken Adams and President 
Marion Reynett, the choir held weekly practices 
and took part in the annual Christmas Carol 
service in Budge Hall. Also plans were made for a 
‘spring concert. The Glee club is made up of the 
male members of the choir and concentrates on 
close harmony singing. 


LITERATURE SOCIETY 


The Literature Society was founded this year 
by George Holmes with the assistance of Professor 
N. Compton. Through discussions and lectures by 
guest speakers, the society attempted to stimulate 
interest in World literature. It also made plans to 
publish a literary magazine to include as wide a 
representation as possible of creative writing by 
students of the college. Trevor Goodger-Hill was 
elected editor and an editorial board was ap- 
pointed. 

Professor Compton spoke on the trends of 
world literature in the past hundred years at one 
of the sessions. He illustrated his lecture with art 
prints, musical recordings, and passages of prose 
and poetry. Other guest lecturers were Torrey Pil- 
grim, a student member of the club, who spoke on 
West Indian literature, and Mr. Irving Layton, the 
Canadian poet. 


PRE-MEDICAL AND PRE-DENTAL 
SOCIETY 


This group was formed primarily to aid 
students who are interested in entering medicine, 
dentistry, and associated fields. 

Information regarding entrance requirements 
for Medical Schools throughout the continent was 
obtained, and at weekly meetings either guest 
speakers, film, or discussions on related subjects 
formed the agenda. This term the Society showed 
two movies, Breakdown and Plastic Surgery, and 
arranged a combined meeting with the CIC. 


SCM 


The Student Christian Movement is part of 
the Student Christian Movement of Canada, and 
of the World Student Christian Federation, an 
organization of students which seeks to encourage 
people to develop a mature and responsible con- 
ception of Christianity. It welcomes those who 
adopt a critical, searching attitude and who will 
bring to bear all the light which modern knowledge 
can shed upon the Christian way of life. 

At Sir George the SCM activities included an 
address by Mr. Lewis Perinbaum, Executive Secre- 
tary of the World University Service; and two 
study periods, led by Professor N. Compton who is 
a member of the club, on the topics Race Relations, 
and Belief and Action. 

In December two delegates attended the SCM 
Eastern Conference in Belleville, Ontario. In March, 
a chapel service was conducted for the visiting 
American students. Also, plans have been made 
to send a delegate to the annual National Council 
Conference this September. 
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NEWMAN CLUB 

The Newman Club tries to unite the Catholic 
students at Sir George into a more homogeneous 
group. Its program is planned to include spiritual, 
intellectual, and social activities. 

This year the Newman Club conducted a 
Bring Christ Back to Christmas campaign, sent 
Christmas gifts to poor families, welcomed Geor- 
gians to the Newman House after the Basketball 
games, and held a Mass for all visiting Catholic 
students of the American Exchange. Tony Mar- 
ciano served as President. 

The Newman Club was cited by the SUS one 
of the best clubs of the year. 


DEBATING SOCIETY 

The Debating Society provides the student 
with an opportunity to develop skill in public speak- 
ing. This year lectures on the principles of good 
debating were given by senior members of the club, 
and debates within the club were held regularly. 

The Society held a panel discussion at which 
Assistant Professor McCullough was guest speaker 
on a resolution that The Activities of the Senate 
Investigating Committee is Detrimental to World 
Democracy. A meeting between the highly rated 
law school, Osgoode Hall, and Sir George who was 
represented by Bill Fergus and David Trevil uphold- 
ing the affirmative on a resolution that the U.S. 
— Franco Alliance is Detrimental to Western 
Relations, resulted in a Georgian loss. Sir George, 
playing host to the Montreal Debating League 
Tourney, wound up in a first place tie with Mc- _ 
Gill. A team was also entered in the International 
Debating League Conference at McGill. 


HILLEL COUNSELLORSHIP 

The Bnai Brith Hillel Counsellorship at Sir 
George is a Jewish student organization, and is 
part of a chain of Hillel Foundations and Coun- 
sellorships at over two hundred American, Canadian, 
and Israeli universities and colleges. 

Hillel is designed to function primarily, at the 
college, as an educational institution, through 
which the Jewish student can learn the value heri- 
tage of the Jewish tradition, and as a source of 
good will which promotes inter-religious and inter- 
cultural harmony among all people. 

Hillel has a full time director for the Montreal 
locality, and at Sir George, is governed by an 
elected body of five members, who in turn appoint 
an Executive council of committee ‘chairmen, which, 
this year, numbered sixteen. 

The Hillel program is planned so as to give 
students an opportunity to express themselves in 
varied and interesting kinds of work. Some of 
these are: Fine arts, debating, Zionist, dramatics, 
Freshman reception, Journalism, interfaith, publi- 
city, religious, and social welfare. Guest speakers 
are also a feature of the program. The Hillel 
House at 3460 Stanley Street has educational and 
recreational facilities, and is open to all students. 

At Sir George students attended a lecture 
course given by Rabbi Cass on Men and their Ideas 
in Judaism, which was held each Friday noon hour. 

The president of Hillel at Sir George this year 
was Elliot Larman.

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THE FILM SOCIETY 


The Film Society believes in good movies. It 
considers the Film, at its best, an art which can 
provide an aesthetic experience, and serve as a 
medium of communication for information and 
education. Films were obtained from The Cana- 
“uy Film Institute of which the Society is a mem- 
er. 

Presidents Bill Biley of the Day Division and 
Bill Kinal of the Evening added variety to the pro- 
gram this year by selecting movies from different 
countries. Some of these included The Grapes of 
Wrath, Crime et Chatiment, The Red Shoes, 
Shakespeare of Kronberg, and Henry V, at which 
showing Prof. N. Compton spoke on Shakespeare 
and the Movies. Shorts and documentaries were 
added attractions. Also, programs containing an 
introductory note or sidelight on the film being 
shown were issued at each meeting. 


UNITED NATIONS CLUB 


The United Nations concerns you and me. 
The United Nations may vitally determine our 
way of life. It may already have done so. This, in 
brief, is the belief held by members of the United 
Nations Club of the Evening Division of Sir George 
Williams College. The club, therefore, is primarily 
interested in maintaining a keen and active interest 
in the business of the UN, and in observing and 
studying the consequences of its decisions and 
actions. It hopes that by following this course it 
will be more fully able to understand history in the 
making. 

Since its formation two years ago the club has 
held study groups, films, discussions, and assem- 
blies at which students representing different na- 
tions presented their stand on the question put 
before the house. Contact has been maintained 
with UN headquarters in New York, and the Office 
in Montreal; and activities of mutual interest have 
been conducted with clubs of other colleges. This 
year the club visited St. Lawrence University in 
Upstate New York where it participated in an 
assembly the procedure of which was modelled on 
that practiced by the UN. 


UKRANIAN CLUB 


The Ukranian Club, a member of the EUS, 
seeks to further the study and appreciation of 
Ukranian and Canadian culture. 

The club has planned to arrange concerts, dis- 
cussions, exhibits, lectures, and social activities. 
This year, with Leo Wynnyckyj as President, the 
club held a combined meeting with the Compara- 
tive Religions Club, staged an exhibit of Ukranian 
arts and crafts, and held a dance. 
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COMMONWEALTH CO-OPERATIVE 
FEDERATION CLUB 


This club, formed this year, is interested speci- 
fically in the policy of the CCF and national 
affairs, and generally in encouraging student 
interest in the methods and principles of modern 
government. 

Guest speakers, discussions, debates, partici- 
pation in city by-elections and support of Mr. W. 
Dodge, a former Georgian, and CCF candidate in 
Verdun, formed the major part of the program. 
Gene Morosan was President. 


COMPARATIVE RELIGIONS CLUB 


The Comparative Religions Club is an Evening 
division club that attempts to help the student 
learn and understand more clearly the beliefs and 
customs of different religious faiths. 

This year President Hilda Braunstein and her 
executive presented a series of lectures by speakers 
of the Christian Science, Ukranian Orthodox, Jew- 
ish Reform, and Dutch Reform South African 
faiths. The historical background and the ancient 
and modern attitudes of these religions were espe- 
cially noted by the speakers. 

The members of the club were also afforded 
opportunities to visit houses of worship in Montreal, 
and to meet and talk to religious leaders. 


NFCUS 


The Sir George committee of the National 
Federation of Canadian University Students, is a 
sub-committee of the Students’ Council. All mem- 
bers of the student societies at Sir George are 
automatically members of NFCUS and anyone who 
is interested may work on the committee. Each 
year a chairman is appointed by the SUS. This 
year’s chairman was John Rae. 

The purpose of NFCUS is to furthur under- 
standing and co-operation among Canadian univer- 
sity students. Some of the projects NFCUS has 
worked on in the past include National Scholar- 
ships, Reductions on the cost of text books, tram- 
way fares and railfares, Promotion of the Cana- 
dian University Press, National debating contests, 
Short story contests, a Soviet-Canadian student 
exchange, and Inter-regional exchange visits and 
conferences. 

This year at Sir George NFCUS sponsored a 
leadership conference at Morin Heights, Quebec; 
and at the National conference this fall held at 
McGill, Sir George proposed that a trophy be 
awarded annually to the Canadian university 
student who makes the outstanding contribution to 
NFCUS. 
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THE GEORGIAN 


The Georgian is an eight page weekly news- 
paper of Sir George Williams College. Established 
in 1936 as a bi-monthly publication The Georgian 
changed to a weekly two years later, and in 1940 
was admitted to the Canadian University Press, an 
organization, known for short as the CUP, com- 
posed of all college and university undergraduate 
newspapers in Canada for the purpose of providing 
a nation-wide press service for its members. At the 
annual CUP conference the last two years, The 
Georgian has been highly rated. 


An Editorial Board, made up of the Editor, the 
Advertising Manager, and the Associate, Mana- 
ging, News, Features, and Sports Editors, sets the 
policy of The Georgian and makes staff appoint- 
ments and promotions. The Editor is the Chairman 
of the Board, and is responsible to the Students’ 
Council. 


This year, under Editor Henderson G. Ward, 
over twenty students worked on The Georgian; 
some, just for the fun of it, others, for the exper- 
ience to be gained in Advertising, Public Relations, 
and Journalism, in which quite a few former staff 
members have found employment. 


Although there was still plenty of room for 
improvement, it was clear that The Georgian this 
year had been better organized and was operating 
more smoothly than it had been in recent years. 
Weekly Editorial Board meetings were held, extra 
emphasis was placed on the make-up and general 
appearance of the paper, a bulletin board was set 
up to keep the staff informed of assignments, 
meetings and other developments, increased efforts 
to meet deadlines were urged, stories were carefully 
copy and proof read, and the importance of clear 
writing and accuracy was constantly stressed. 


At the beginning of the term, Bill Stewart, 
head of the Montreal bureau of the Canadian 
Press gave a very interesting and informative talk 
to The Georgian on the work of the Canadian 
Press. Seven staffers attended the annual CUP 
conference in Toronto. The Fred Kerner Award, 
donated last year by Fred Kerner, Editor of The 
Georgian in 1940-42, to be awarded annually to 
the best news writer, was won jointly this year by 
Bob Jones and John Yorston. 


It has been said that The Georgian is the 
best course at Sir George. But at the same time 
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The Georgian has been severely criticized and 
denounced. Some claim that it gives too much 
coverage to insignificant events, that it slants the 
news, that it does not present both sides of the 
story, that it is not objective. Others rally to the 
defense and maintain that a newspaper must of 
necessity select what news to print, and that a 
selection implies judgment and judgment is opinion 
so that true objectivity in news reporting is a myth, 
and that, within its scope and limitations, The 
Georgian gives a truer picture of the news than 
do most of the large city dailies, especially when 
there is the good-will of an advertiser involved. 


Also coming in for a good deal of censure and 
comment this year were the editorials. Some of 
these included criticisms of student apathy at Sir 
George, one that disagreed with the choice of 
Churchill for the Nobel prize for literature, an- 
other that revealed the plight of the student nurse 
in Montreal hospitals today, an opinion that Mc- 
Carthy is not even a good showman but simply a 
poor vulgarian, a plea that the babies involved in 
the unconstitutional baby selling business be 
treated and considered more humanely by the 
authorities, the predicament of the modern college 
professor, and reasons why A Streetcar Named 
Desire is a far superior piece of dramaturgy to so 
many of the obviously worthless concoctions regu- 
larly hailed by uncritical critics like S$. Morgan- 
Powell. 


Some have said that the editorials were pred- 
jucided, opinionated, and too personal. On the other 
hand equally passionate voices have proclaimed 
that an editorial is nothing if not an opinion, and 
that, other things being equal, the more personal 
the better the editorial; and they continue to argue 
that it is not so important to read what one thinks 
one is expected to think as what one cannot help 
but think. 


The Georgian office itself is often the scene 
of much heated debate and discussion. There 
topics ranging in diversity from What constitutes 
the freedom of the press to What price, morality, 
have been argued dry and cold. It can be seen 
then that any attempt to make conclusive state- 
ments about The Georgian will not be simple. No 
attempt will therefore be made. The only thing, it 
seems, that may be said with some degree of 
certainty about The Georgian is that it will con- 
tinue to be taken for granted, praised, damned, 
threatened, challenged, blamed, appreciated, sus- 
pected, acclaimed, and singled out as a favourite 
target for controversy of one sort or another.

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AMERICAN STUDENT 


It is difficult to know exactly when the idea 
originated, but a short time after a group of Sir 
George students accepted an invitation to visit 
Cornell University in Ithaca New York last Novem- 
ber, the Student Undergraduate Society decided to 
reciprocate. It thereupon invited students from a 
number of American colleges to visit Sir George 
Williams College. 

Bernie Dezwirek was then elected Chairman, 
executives were appointed, and committees were 
formed. In all, over a hundred and twenty Day and 
Evening students put in more than a month’s work 
planning and organizing the first SGWC American 
Student Exchange. 

On March 3rd thirty-two students from four 
colleges in upper New York state, Russel Sage, 
Harpur, Sienna, and Saint Rose, arrived in Montreal 
and were welcomed by R. B. Butrick, the American 
consul; Dean Hall, and Georgians. And starting 
s that evening and continuing for the next five days 
as guests arrive the visitors were treated to one of the most inte- 
resting and colorful programs ever presented by Sir 
George Williams College. 

Some of the highlights included lectures and 
discussions on the St. Lawrence Seaway project, 
comparisons of the Canadian and American Poli- 
tical constitutions and the relations existing be- 
tween the two countries, and a talk on Canadian 
Art; all of which not only the visitors found enlight- 
ening but quite a number of native sons as well.

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THE ATHLETIC SCENE 


T Sir George this past term there was once 
again much interest and participation in the 
Athletic program, which, under Director of Athle- 
tics Magnus Flynn and his assistants, has grown 
to be one of the most extensive and well organized 
eyer enjoyed at Sir George Williams College. 


As a member of the Canadian Intercollegiate 
Athletic Union and of the Ottawa-St. Lawrence 
Valley Intercollegiate Conference, Sir George has 
teams entered in Track, Hockey, Tennis, Golf, 
Basketball, Swimming and Woodcutting; and 
entries in Fencing and Badminton are planned. 


The College also has open entries in Basket- 
ball, Track, Swimming, Water Polo and Table 
Tennis. Open entry teams are open to Day or 
Evening Students but Intercollegiate sports are 
restricted to Day Division students under the pre- 
sent Intercollegiate rulings. Interfaculty competi- 
tion takes place in Skiing, Skating, Volleyball, 
Tennis, Golf, Badminton, Fencing, Swimming, 
Riflery and Basketball. 


The Athletic Program is financed by the Day 
and Evening Student Societies, the SUS and the 
EUS, whose proportion of payment is three fifths 
and two fifths respectively; and is directed by the 
Athletic Board which operates under the juris- 
diction of the Students’ Council. The members of 
the Athletic Board are the Principal of the College, 
a Faculty advisor, the Director of Athletics, an 
Athletic Representative from the Day Division, the 
Evening Division, the Women’s Club, and from 
various teams; and the Sports Editor of The 
Georgian. 


The high point of the 1953-54 Athletic year 
at Sir George was the winning of the Golden Ball 
Tournament Championships. in the Montreal 
Basketball League by the Georgian Intermediate 
entry. The Evenings Basketball team, the Owls 
reached the semi-finals, but were nosed out in this 
playoff seriés. The Juniors fought hard but failed 
to grab a playoff spot. 


In Intramural basketball Science squeezed out 
The Georgian Scribes by one point in a rough and 
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tumble deciding game to win the championship. 
The Hockey squad managed a split; five wins, five 
losses. Coached by yeteran Malcolm Ross a com- 
bined YMCA Sir George water polo team remained 
unbeaten in the City Junior League play, but were 
outpointed in a two-game total-point series in the 
Provincial playoffs. At the annual __ Inter- 
collegiate Tennis Tournament held this year at 
Kingston, Sir George finished a strong third. 


Also for the first time, a Booster Club to help 
boost interest in the Athletic program was formed, 
and a team of Cheerleaderettes led the Georgian 
rooting section at Athletic events. 


At the annual Sir George Athletic Evening in 
April over a hundred and fifty crests and awards 
were presented to students for various Athletic 
achievements. Trophies given each year to out- 
standing athletes were also presented. For estab- 
lishing a new Intercollegiate Discus record of one 
hundred twenty-eight feet nine inches at the 
Ottawa St. Lawrence Valley Track and Field meet 
at Molson Stadium and for coaching the 
Track team and participating in Hockey and 


Intramural basketball, Abe Limonchik was 
awarded the Gill Trophy as the outstand- 
ing Sir George athlete of the year. The 


Smith Memorial Trophy for the most valuable 
hockey player went to superb goalie, Kayo Weight- 
man. Leslie Melia won the Carleton Joyce Trophy, 
given to the most improved fencer of the year, and 
Y. Pelltier and Geoff Turner received the Don 
Janna Trophy as the top competitors in the Col- 
lege Winter Carnival. 


Asked about the future of Athletics at Sir 
George, Mag Flynn said: “Our prime concern is 
providing Athletic recreation for the greatest 
number of students, and our increasing enrollment 
of students will continue to improve the calibre of 
our Intercollegiate teams.” 


But whatever the future, many will recall with 
pleasure Sports at Sir George; the intramural 
basketball games, the out of town trips, Mag 
Flynn organizing yet another team, and the annual 
basketball game between the EUS and SUS.

DEAN AND VICE-PRINCIPAL HENRY F. HALL 


Address by Henry F. Hall, Vice-Principal 
and Dean, Sir George Williams College 
at the 


Baccalaureate Service of the Class of 1954 
Sunday, May 30, 1954 


“As he thinketh in his heart, so is he” 


7 or more years ago, when | first started 
giving baccalaureate addresses to graduating 
classes of Sir George Williams College, | tried to 
find something wise and learned to say. Now | am 
more — shall we say, mature — and, like most 
people when they grow older, | fear | shall be more 
didactic, more categorical, but at the same time, 
| shall be more practical or more “down-to-earth.” 
| fear also that | shall take advantage of my posi- 
tion to hand out advice. 

In the first place may | humbly call your 
attention to the heritage of learning into which 
you may step? Your graduation in 1954 is of 
course a great event in your present lives but 
whether it has any permanent and vital importance 
depends on what you do from now on. 

There are certain things on which nearly 
everyone thinks he is an expert. One of these is 
the curriculum. Some think that the curriculum of 
Sir George Williams is too liberal, too general or 
too elementary. However, it does at least have the 
advantage of introducing the serious student to 
the learning of the ages. You have at least a 
foundation on which to build. You have, at least, 
the sources from which comes the life-long ad- 
venture of learning. But please don’t forget this. 
What you do with your education depends on the 
immediate future for education can dissipate as 
well as grow. It can go down hill as well as up 
and it’s a good deal easier to go down. 

We accademic people often make a great 
deal of knowledge but knowledge, by itself, is not 
really so important. Not knowledge but wisdom is 
the principal thing; not knowledge but ability to 
use knowledge is important in the world of work; 
not stored facts but living attitudes, abilities, 
systems of habits are the true goal and purpose 
of education. 

The great crisis in the education of the aver- 
age college person is, in my opinion right after he 
graduates and leaves the “formal” part of his 
education. The person who proceeds to graduate 
study, or advanced professional education, is so 
apt to become engrossed in his specialty that he 
loses his contact with the other things which make 
his life richer and more valuable to himself and 
to others. So often too, is the concept of “com- 
pleting one’s education” held that we do not 
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Proverbs 23:7 


realize that education which does not advance 
surely regresses. Diplomas, degrees and all other 
pieces of paper MAY stand for something but a 
person is, at least, a complex organism and change 
is one of the laws of life. It is my firm belief that 
a diploma may lose in value as the years pass 
much more readily than it may gain. Therefore, | 
urge you to keep your education alive. You may 
tind that the next four or so years may be just as 
educative as the past four or so if you make them 
so. Read good books, develop your interests, in- 
crease your contacts with people and with thoughts 
and ideas which are stimulating and cultural (in 
the true sense) but, above all, develop your actual 
abilities for only by so doing can your life be richly 
rewarding to yourself, your country and to the 
world of your time. 

It is trite to remind you that these are most 
unsettled and perilous times. Some forty to fifty 
years ago, the late Dr. Walter Rauschenbush (who, 
| think, was one of the prophets of our time) wrote 
that “under the shadow of the cathedral and of 
the museum still lurk the beggar and the thug.” 
But in our day the cathedrals and the museums 
themselves lie in dust and rubble throughout a 
large part of the world. The lag between material 
development and social progress led to its inevitable 
result and chaos. The release of atomic power, 
which some had regarded as the probable begin- 
ning of a utopian age, is now a reality of fearful 
proportions. The very scientists who created it are 
now most fearful of its implications. As Dr. J. R. 
Oppenheimer wrote, it is “too revolutionary to 
consider in the framework of old ideas,” and Dr. 
H. C. Urey writes that “It all adds up to the most 
dangerous situation that humanity has faced in all 
history.” Surely if this means anything it means 
that our greatest need is not physical, but spiritual, 
power. 

It seems to me that one of the marks of an 
educated person should be a proper evaluation of 
himself. It is often said that humility is one of the 
signs of true greatness and | think that this is so. 
Surely the testimony of history and of our own 
experience is to the effect that those who are solely 
concerned with their own advancement, their own 
ends, their own pleasures, are thereby prevented 
from making their greatest possible contribution to 


humanity. Surely the true Scholar, the learner, the 
student of forces, of life and of humanity, should 
of all men be filled with a sense of proportion and, 
therefore humble before the vastness of the great 
universe and the mystery of man. 


On the other hand, an experience of thirty 
years in dealing with young people has given me 
the unmistakable impression that youth, as indi- 
vidual, often fail to achieve their greatest develop- 
ment because they do not realize their own possi- 
bilities or their own importance in the scheme of 
things in the universe. Due regard for human per- 
sonality is, to me, the basic dictum of eithics but 
the idea becomes the merest platitude unless one 
respects his own personality as well as that of 
others. The great leaders of mankind's upward 
struggle from the Hebrew prophets, to Socrates, to 
Jesus have been devoted to mankind but they 
themselves have had a sense of the greatness of 
their mission. If | could teach young people just 
one thing for their guidance, it would be that their 
lives are built by the practices which they follow 
day by day and that these lives that they build 
have a significance far beyond the range of our 
ordinary concepts. 

There once sat in my office a man who has 
had a very wide experience in counselling of indi- 
viduals often under difficult circumstances, a man 
whom | regard as a truly great counsellor. | asked 
him what single factor stood out in his mind as a 
result of his extensive experience with the prob- 
lems of people. He said that the thing which im- 
pressed him most was how often in the course of 
one’s life, or the development of a situation, a 
single small attitude or habit or act on the part 
of someone had balanced the situation either 
toward a hopeless or disastrous situation or toward 
some improvement and eventually a solution. 

We often hear the well-known statement that 
we learn to do by doing. Dr. W. H. Kilpatrick 
thoughtfully points out that we learn not so much 
what we do but that it is our responses to what we 
do and what we experience. It is not so much 
literature, and science and philosophy, etc. that we 
learn but it is our responses to these things and to 
all the elements of our life that become a part 
of us. This is what | mean by the idea that our 
lives are built by our practices or, as some of you 
have heard me say perhaps too often “We become 
the sort of people we practice being.” 


‘May we look now at this question of the need 
for what | called spiritual power. Recently | met 
a man of considerable ability whom | used to know 
quite well. We had not been talking long when he 
told me that he had come to the conclusion that 
about the only function religion had played in the 
long course of human history had been to divide 
mankind up and to set one group against another. 
Well, one may be able to sympathize with the 
regrettable use of religious attitudes to create and 
extend what the Church of England Prayer Book 
calls “our unhappy divisions.” Dr. Harry Emerson 
Fosdick recounted the story of the Irishman who, 
thoroughly fed-up with the religious strifes of his 
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country is reported to have exclaimed, “Would to 
God that we could all be heathens so that we 
might live together like Christians.” But the very 
fact that this story is funny shows that it is in- 
congruous. Just as astronomy is plagued with astro- 
logy; as the scientific physician is cursed by the 
quack; as the psychologist is often bothered by 
queer and unsound pseudo-psychological fortune- 
tellers; as earnest statesmanship is bedevilled by 
crafty and self-seeking politics; so religion, by its 
very nature is, and has always been, used for un- 
worthy and debasing ends which are quite at 
variance with the basic teachings of great reli- 
gions about God and man. The teaching of the 
real leaders of great religions is quite different. 
Throughout the history of the Hebrew-Christian 
tradition to which most of us belong, there have 
been prophets, saints, teachers who have insisted 
on the prophetic, rather than the legalistic basis of 
religion. “| demand mercy and not sacrifice,” says 
Issiah. “What does the Lord require of thee but 
to do justly and to love mercy and to walk humbly 
with thy God,” says Micah. The teaching of Jesus 
is filled with this message. “If a man love not his 
brother whom he hath seen, how can he love God 
whom he has not seen?” and again “If you are 
offering a gift at the altar and remember that 
your brother has something against you, leave your 
gift before the altar and go, first be reconciled to 
your brother.” 

Surely the hope of society lies only in the re- 
cognition of the interdependence of mankind but 
religion at the greatest has always recognized this. 
There is a mystical quality about the bonds which 
bind us together and which we cannot escape. 

Those of you who have studied biology are 
familiar with the volvox which is a simple aquatic 
plant consisting of a spherical network of cells. 
Study of these plants shows that the cells, though 
apparently independent, are actually bound toget- 
her by strands of living protoplasm. | like to think 
of human society as something like that. We are 
bound by living strands which we cannot escape. 
What happens to one affects us all. What one 
does has a reaction on every unit. Our behaviour 
affects most those who are close and related to 
us but eventually it reacts on all mankind. The 
human family, past, present and future, is bound 
by what Carlyle called “invisible chains.” John 
Donne, whom Ben Jonson called “In some ways 
the greatest of our poets,” says 


“No man is an iland intire of itself; every man 
is a peece of the continent, a part of the maine; 
if a clod be washed away by the Sea, Europe is the 
less, as well as if a promontorie were ..... 
Any man’s death diminishes me because | am 
involved in Mankind; And therefore never sent 
to know for whom the bell tolls; It tolls for thee!” 


My sincere and final word to you is this mes- 
sage — Love of God and our fellow man is the 
answer to all problems; noble impulses and unsel- 
fish deeds are the greatest things in the world.

R. Chairman, Dean Hall, Members of the 
Board of Governors, Members of the Faculty, 
Fellow Graduates, Ladies and Gentlemen. 

Tonight it is my privilege and not altogether 
pleasant task to deliver the Valedictory Address to 
you on behalf of the Class of ‘54 whom you see 
before you arrayed in all their glory. | say “not 
altogether pleasant” because | find myself on the 
horns of a dilemma. Every giver of free advice has 
counselled me to avoid “the old platitudes” and 
“be original”, but | ask you, what can | say that 
has not been said before, here or elsewhere, by 
others in my position? | can at best do little more 
than put a new wrapping on an old package. 

For a while | thought | should simply rise and 
say, “Well, we made it!” and leave it at that, 
which would probably please most of you no end, 
but just for spite | shall use all the time at my 
disposal; at the end of which | shall undoubtedly 
be compared to the minister who was said to be a 
great preacher because at the end of every sermon 
there was a great awakening. 

What will be the high point of these Con- 
vocation ceremonies for each graduate here to- 
night? It will not be the majestic processional, nor 
will it be the beautiful music, nor even the excel- 
lent addresses which | am sure he is going to 
receive. No indeed, the high point of this evening 
will come for each graduate as he reaches out and 
closes his hand around a scroll of paper bearing 
his name in ancient Gothic script, his degree. 

Seems like a lot of fuss to make over a piece 
of imitation sheepskin doesn’t it? But it’s not that 
scroll that’s so important, it’s what it represents 
to the person whose name it bears, what it repre- 
sents in his past, what it means to him here to- 
night, and what it will mean to him tomorrow and 
the day after and the day after that. | cannot 
express the feelings of each individual graduate 
but | can express my own and hope that there are 
some companion souls. among this gowned and 
hooded multitude. 

They've gone quickly these last 4, 5, 6, or 
sometimes 7 years since we first entered Sir George 
and they mark a great change in our outlook, 
values, and life goals. 

You have heard it said that the college student 
enters college knowing everything and leaves know- 
ing nothing, hardly a very flattering tribute to our 
professors. Perhaps it would be more correct to say 
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that he enters THINKING that he knows every- 
thing and leaves KNOWING that he doesn’t. In 
that one phrase is caught up a good deal of the 
essence of college education — “we leave knowing 
that we don’t know everything.” The utter vastness 
of the field of knowledge to which our eyes have 
been opened, its complexities, varying facets, and 
yet unexplored channels, produces not only a 
stimulant for us to carry on our education far 
beyond the narrow confines of the B.A., B.Sc., or 
B. Comm., but it also drives home the comparative 
smallness of the once almighty “me” that formerly 
held sway over our intellect. Over the past few 
years we have been forced to realize our own little- 
ness when pitted against the vastness of God's 
Creation. 

But in the process of decreasing our own 
stature, we have also come to realize the equal 
stature of those around us. Both curricular and 
extra-curricular activities have produced in us an 
awareness that there are other people digging in 
this ditch besides ourselves and while digging our 
own way, we must take care not to throw our dirt 
in the paths of others. To make Prof. Clarke's 
heart glad and quote Herman Melville, “we are 
all partners in a joint-stock company.” A platitude 
perhaps? If so, my apologies, but still a truth which 
although easily stated is much harder and more 
subtly learned in the experiences of maturing intel- 
lectually and socially with our fellows. 

You who are not members of the Class of ‘54 
— friends, parents, wives, relatives — | know what 
you are saying to yourselves now, or if you are not 
saying it you should be : “All he has said so far is 
that at the end of several years of college, the 
graduate has learned how to be “one of the boys.” 
What about the individual personality? Are we to 
assume that all humanity should be tossed into a 
common mixing bowl and pounded and kneaded 
into a uniform batter? May nothing be made of 
the separate ingredients?” 

And your point is well taken my friends. The 
college graduate must be, and is, more than “one 
of the boys”, for he is also his own paradox — he 
has realized his own smallness but he has also 
sensed, and partly achieved, his own possible 
greatness. We who are graduating have come to 
realize that although we are members of a farger 
society, we are separate and distinct individuals in 
ourselves. The curriculum at Sir George has been 


such as to allow us to choose those courses which 
best developed our individual talents, in fact | 
wager that you'd have a great deal of difficulty 
finding any two members of this graduating class 
who have taken completely identical courses. 

“So. Now he says that our sons and daughters, 
brothers and sisters, have gone to college and 
emerge as a bunch of individualists; several minutes 
ago he claimed they came out as ‘members of a 
joint-stock company.’ How does one explain this 
paradox?” 

In this way: Any society based on the free-will 
associations of its members depends on the deve- 
lopment of a sense of personal responsibility in its 
individual members, responsibility to or for them- 
selves and their fellows. It is this third factor that 
reconciles the first two. As individuals we have our 
desires and our wants, but knowing that we are 
responsible to society for any actions we employ 
in fulfilling these desires, and further that as mem- 
bers of a joint-stock company we are individually 
responsible for the other members of that company, 
we modify our own ambitions for the good of all. 

Our universities has attempted to give us 
ample room to develop this sense of responsibility. 
No one has “cracked the whip” over us to make us 
study, attendance at class has not been compulsory, 
the professors have been more than willing to meet 
the student at the latter's level, the Undergraduate 
Societies, clubs and athletics have all extended the 
opportunity, at any rate, for the development of 
this intangible, this sense of responsibility, in each 
individual student. 

Not all of us have developed it. Some of the 
original members of the Class of ‘54 are now in the 
Class of ‘55 or ‘56 as a result thereof, and un- 
doubtedly some of us have yet to cultivate this 
quality. Some have overdeveloped the “one of the 
boys” attitude; these are the ones who would 
trample over the individual in their haste to ensure 
what they believe to be “the good” for society as a 
whole. Others have overdeveloped the “indivi- 
dualist” attitude and would trample society under- 
foot in order to attain their own ends. Neither 
attitude is any better than the other; both are 
undesirable. 

Take a look at one of these degrees after the 
ceremony tonight. You won‘t see anything on it 
about the extent to which this sense of responsi- 
bility is developed in the recipient. It’s not on the 
paper in black and white, but it and the years 
that produced it are REPRESENTED thereby, and 
it is only these intangibles represented by the 
degree that make it more than a convenient decor- 
ation to cover up a hole in the plaster on the study 
wall. 

Ask several graduates why they went to col- 
lege and you will get several different answers. 
Some cynic once compared a college education to 
a loaf of bread as “a four year loaf with plenty of 
crust, held together by the old-man’s dough.” 
Somehow | doubt if there are many in the Class of 
‘54 who went to college for a four year loaf, or 
because they couldn’t think of anything else to do 
with their time. I’m sure that the evening students 


could vouch for this, for working all day and study- 
ing all night is anything but a “loaf”; that majority 
of day students who eat 59c meals and mix lectures 
and working hours in order to pay for their educa- 
tion would hardly call it a “four year loaf”, much 
less a creation of the old-man’s dough; and certain- 
ly the professors can determine from the audible 
groans that greet their work assignments that Sir 
oe students have plenty to do to keep them 
usy. 

No, we did not come to college to loaf. Some 
came for the sheer joy of learning, others came to 
increase their earning power (although the extent 
to which a college education fulfills this latter is 
still a subject of much heated discussion), some 
coeds came to get their M.R.S. and judging from 
recent wedding announcements many have been 
successful. Some coeds are really brilliant though. 
| read of one recently who got her Ph.D. in her 
second year — married him. Many students came 
for specialized training, others to prepare for post- 
graduate work; the reasons were many and varied. 
But regardless of our reasons for entering Sir 
George, as we leave we have this in common: We 
are mentally, perhaps physically, and we hope 
spiritually, better prepared to face the problems of 
life and take our place in world affairs. 

So we have arrived at this milestone and part- 
ing of the ways. What does our degree do for us 
tonight? It give us a feeling of pride and a sense 
of accomplishment but at the same time it pro- 
duces a touch of nostalgia and just a wee tinge 
of sorrow. Old associations and friendships fade 
away and a new pattern of life starts. For some 
the change is not so great, they carry on in the 
same channel but a little further upstream — here 
are included those going on to post-graduate work 
and those, — primarily in the Evening Division, 
whi have been situated in business during their col- 
lege career. 

But along with our pride and nostalgia goes a 
weight of duty. Tonight we officially join the ranks 
of so-called “educated” men and are therefore 
expected to assume some leadership in this battered 
old world we live in. You of the older generation, 
please do not be too harsh in your criticisms of the 
way we handle this mess; remember, we are in- 
heriting it from you ! 

It would be trite, hackneyed and senseless for 
me to conduct a lengthy discourse on “these diffi- 
cult times”, | leave that to the statesmen and 
Senator McCarthy, but on the other hand it would 
be exceedingly naive for us to assume that “all is 
lost”. Negative thoughts never produced positive 
results, and the world certainly needs a few posi- 
tive results. We shall tackle the situation and we 
shall make many mistakes, for tonight marks the 
beginning, not the end, of our education. We have 
graduated from Sir George but the world is now our 
school, experience our teacher, and life our lesson. 
We are prepared to enter this new school, and for 
this we are grateful to our college. In parting with 
her we say “Farewell Alma Mater, and Thank You, 
your corridors were narrow but your education was 
broad.”
